T. S. C. Is Advised by Export
Bailroad Wants to Sell

Unowned Rights.

COURT DECISION NEEDED

Law School Hcnd Declares
Property Worth .Millions

May Be City's.

Reporting on the titles anil rights
claimed by the New York Central Rail-
road alone the West Side of the Bor-
ough of Manhattan to the Fublla Ser-

vice Commlittiion, Its
Commissioners Hervcy and Whitney,
makes the sweeping declaration that
"nowhere along Its right of way does It
appear that the railroad has what
would be deemed a marketable title" to
the real estate It claims to own.

This statement Is made on the au-

thority of Harold a. Aron, who for
many months has been working on the
problem as special and consulting
counsel on real property titles. He is
head of the Heal Estate Department of
tne .ew lorn Mtr School.

The Importance of this assertion lies
In the fact that the railroad claims to
own real estate valued at millions of

m, dollars, which It has proposed to
for title to city owned property

y In the working out of the problem for
". the West Side Improvement.
5' Transmitting this report to the Board

of Estimate yesterday the commission
asked that body to refer the title repot t
to the Corporation Counsel with Instruc-
tions to bring actions to determine
whether or not the opinion of Mr. Aron
could be upheld.

The commission also nsks the board
to cooperate with it In securing the en-
actment of such legislation as will
fortify the power of the municipality to
require the railroad company to relocate
Its route and tracks at the city's option.

Islons of Its chatter and the deeds made
to it. The difficulty is laigely one of
definition, and In stating my nw n coti- -
elusion I do so with full appteciation
of the forceful arguments and authority
u tilth may be advanced against It. Kill
against any different theory it seems to
me the objections ate not only forceful
but Insurmountable."

However, Mr. Aron makes his report
extremely sweeping, declaring:

"It Is to be deemed a matter of serious
doubt whether the railroad company
owns even those parts of Its right of
way where water giants have been made,
and as to the upland portion of its Tight
of way there is also serious doubt
whether the railroad company owns the
name, even where it holds deeds to the
property, Theso deeds quite jjniformly
provide that the land be used only for
tracks and toadwayuud for no other pur-
pose. Even where the deeds do not con-
tain this restriction, the nature of the
property Interest acquit ed thereunder Is
to be dfemed limited by the restrictions
In the charter of the company.

Situation favors City.
"The important beatings of tills sltua-tlo- n

are In pa it thnt the city Is thus In
r position to teestabllsli at Its option
the public ownership and plenary public
control of much the greater part of
the companj's present right of way. It
Is true, of couue, that the city could
not disturb the use thereof for tracks
and toadways as long as the ordnance
of 1S47 stands unrepealed or unmodi-
fied, but should nctlon be taken as
recommended with regard to this otd-nan-

there Is substantially no claim of
property In the company for which It
could be deemed entitled to compensa-
tion were It tequlted to remove from its
present locution.

"A second and equally Important
Is that owing to the disclosed

nature and status of the railroad com-Vi-

titles In its right of way. It may
be regarded as subject throughout to
eomplete legislative control by the action
of the State, and that accordingly any
necessary relocation of the company's
tracks may be accomplished without en-
titling It to compensation, even for thoseparts of Its piesent tight of way which

PRESIDENT'S WORD

Opposea 'I. W. W. Employer,'
Says Frank Morriton.

BlRMiNOttAM, Ala., April 17. Labor
will "accept the word of the President,
but not the word of those employers.
their representatives In Congress, their
nrwrtfapeia that aro always found be-

hind every reactionary move In support
of the dollar as against the man,"
Frank Morrison, general secretary of
the American Federation of Labor, de-

clared here y In an address before
the Southern Sociological Congress,

"While the demand for the wholesale
.importation of Chlncso and Mexicans
and the unrestricted employment of
women and children has somewhat sub-
sided," Mr. Morrison saul, "labor Is
vigilant and will not yield gains made
unless the national security and the suc-
cess of our military forces are endan-
gered.

"With our country engaged In a war
that It may maintain the heritage of
our forefathers, organized labor takes
Its stand with every other American In
stltutlon and Individual. The trade
union movement opposes the conscription
of labor unless wealth Is likewise con-
scripted."

Deferring to the Industrial Workers
of the World, Mr. Morrison said that
"as long as there aro I. W. W. employ-
ers there will be T. W. W. employees,
When the I. W. W. employers cease to
exist then the 1. W. W. representatives
will cease to carry on their agitation be-

cause there will be no one to give them
a respectful hearing."

SAME COAL PRICE

FOR ALL CONSUMERS

President Decides in Favor of
Garfield in Dispute Over

Railroad Fuel.

Svtctal Ptupatch to Tni 9c.
Washington, April 17. All consum-

ers of coal, whether railroads, large
manufacturing Interests or householders,
will fare equally In the prleo which they
pay for coal during tho rest of the war.
A decision to this effect was i endered to-

day bv President Wilson at the session
of 'the' War Council In the White Home,
to which the controversy raging be-

tween the Fuel and Jtallroad administra-
tions oer the price of locomotive fuel
for this ear waa bi ought for determina-
tion.

'ihe Ptesldent held that'the admini-
stratis policy under which the Clovcrn-me- ut

pays the same price for steel that
Is paid by the public applies also to the
purchase of coal by the railroads while
under Government control. By his ac-

tion the railroads will pay the came
price for fuel for their own use that Is
paid by other consumers.

The President's decision Is a vindica-
tion of the position taken by Fuel Ad
ministrator Uarfleld In the conferences
with the Railroad Administration which.
In tho absence of Director-Gener-

was represented by John Skeltou
Williams.

The session of the War Council was
longer than any held since that body
came into existence, and was devoted
almost exclusively to tho coal problem
and to the Industrial and transportation
tangle which has arisen because of coal
and tallroad car shortage.".

Prior to the meeting of the council
Mr. Williams conferred with Dr. Gar
field and Chairman Baruch In the latter's
office. An effort was made to reach
an agreement which could be ptcsented
to President Wilson nt the council meet-In- ?:

for ratification. The conferences ad-
journed without any result.

The controversy between Dr. Garfield
and the railroad administration had Its
origin two weeks ago when all existing
contracts for the sale of fuel wero can-
celled by the fuel administration and an
order Issued that new contracts could be
made only with the approval of the ad-

ministration and at prices In accord with
the maximum scale fixed by the Gov-
ernment.

Mr. William! made the claim that the
railroads should have the privilege of
contracting for coal for locomotive pur-
poses it respective of the fuel adminis-
tration and at such prices as the mine
owners would accept.

JAM STOREHOUSES

Mitchell Proposes to Crowell
That Excess Bo Sent to

Army Abroad.

35 BAKERIES ARE CLOSED

Hoover Asks That No License
Be Given to Big Poultry

Dealer.

. John Mitchell, president of the State
Food Commission and chairman of the
Federal Food Board, headed n. delega-
tion which left for Washington last
night to appeal to the Federal Govern
ment to take over for shipment abroad
the large accumulations' of condensed
and evaporated milk, butter and cheese
with which storehouses in the State are
Jammed, The delegation will confer to
day with Assistant Secretary of War
Crowell on Immediate disposal of these
supplies.

The season Is now at hand when cows
give the greatest quantities of milk
and the dairvmen are looktng for a
market for all of It. As long as the
condensed milk. evaporated milk
cheese and butter makers are con
fronted with overflowing storehouses
they cannot manufacture more stock on
a large scale. Milk therefore backs up
In the country and the dairymen de
clare that unless something ts done
about It they will have to cut down the
number of their dairy herds.

At the suggestion of Mr. Mitchell the
Farms and Markets Council of the
State authorized the President and
Commissioners Wilson and Porter to
present the situation to the Federal
Government. Among others who will
take part in 's conference are
delegates of the Federation of County
Farm Bureaus, the Dairymen's League
and the New York State Milk Dealers'
Conference Board.

The Americans mid when they

reached Vladivostok there was no ono
to recelvo them and the Bolshevik au-
thorities were not hospitable. After a
stay of three days they left for Japan.

During their stay In Vladivostok sev- -
eral Russian officers were killed. As
one of the Americans put It, "Jt ap-
peared to be an open season for Rus-
sian officers. Any Russian who held a
commission was a poor Insurance risk
and was killed on sight."

Asks His Opinion and Board of

Tho original
bill, under which John J. Knewitz, Re-
publican leader of that county, was ap-
pointed Commissioner of Records left It
to the Board of Estimate to establish a
staff for the Commissioner. Under that
arrangement the Democratic leaders of
The Bronx probably would have gone
without their expected patronage, for the
Mayor expressed disapproval of the

PLANE PRODUCTION

Aviation Magazine Presents
Constructive Criticism of

Government Work.

CIVILIAN CHIEF NEEDED

Manufacturers Should Have
Assurance of Federal

Cooperation.

The shouting need for the appoint-
ment of a civilian executive In whom
may be lodged the entire responsibility
for the development of the American air
programme Is one of the principal topics
of an article which features the current
Issue of Aviation and .Aeronautical

The entire aircraft situation
is discussed from the standpoint of
the manufacturer, and recommendations
which would ppecd up production are
made as the result of manufacturers'
experience.

Among the production essentials men-
tioned, In addition to the civilian execu-
tive, are the following:

1. Orders should be placed at once
for a sufficient number of planes to pre-
vent the closing of productive aircraft
plants. A continuing manufacturing
programme should be decided upon with-
out further delay. As matters stand,
one of the largest producing aircraft
plants will have to close within two
weeks for lack of orders.

2. Immediate "go ahead" orders
should be given for the completion of a
definite number of machines without
changes. Manufacturers as a whole are
understood to have no definite orders
at tho present time, merely tentative
crders. Continuing and overlapping or-
ders are necessary If plants are to be
kept going at full capacity.

3. Changes and Improvements where
Indicated by experience or necessity
should be made In the next specific lot
of machines. The best machines should
be decided upon quickly, a schedule laid
out and the way cleared for an uninter-
rupted production of a definite number
of planes without permitting the incor-
poration of changes in that lot.

Experts' Advice Needed.
4. Full advantage should be taken of

the experienced nglneerlng and produc-
tion experts of the aircraft nunufac-turer- s.

Advantage had not been taken
in the past of these skilled workers.
This has resulted In the suppression of
original effott and design. In fact, the
policy seems to have been actually to
prevent experimental work. On the
other side too much Reliance has been
placed upon automobile production meth-
ods. There Is sufficient talent nnd
creative genius among American aero-

nautical englneeis, trained In American
production methods, not only to copy
or to adapt foreign machines, hut to
produce all American training, flshtlng
or bombing machines for use with the
Liberty and other pi oed American and
foreign engines if full opportunity is
given them.

6. Substitution of materials of equiva-
lent physical characteristics and strength
should be permitted when It Is impos-

sible to live up to svcclflcatlons without
Involving delays. The manufacturer
welcomes the most wvero Government
inspection Insists upon It. But he
should be peimltted skilled and honest
substitution In equivalent matetlals
when It is Impossible to get xpedrled
mateilul.s without losing much time.

6. A direct channel for tho constant
flow of Information from the responsible
Government official to the contractors
should be opened. When an order Is
placed the manufacturer should be given
Immediately all available Information re-

garding the particular machine or ma-

chines. Constant flow of reliable Infor-

mation Is essential. I'nder piesent con-

ditions the manufacturer usually Is
given a tentative order for a machine
which Is understood to be ready for pro-

duction. He must prepare his plant,
build up his force and place his orders
for material. It ha been the rule rather
than the exception that serious loss of
time icsults before official Information
or data aro avallihle upon which the
work can be actually staiti-d-.

7 Orders for complete machines should

he placed with tesponslble contractors,
who should be held tr!ctly responsible
to the Government under their bonds for
the delivery of a definite number of s.

It has been Impossible for man-

ufacturers to estimate at all as to the
probable outcome nf their work ftom a
financial standpoint. Thlt has been due
to the acceptance of a type of machine

y and its abandonment Immcdlntelj
afterward, or to changes In deslsli which
involve the entire disruption of sched-
ules.

S. Simplification of Government cost
accounting methods In tho plants, so as
to cllmlnata Innumerable) minor nnd
technical disputes between Government
accountants and the manufacturers
which result In retardation of produc-
tion.

10. A slnsle rerpon.'ilble head should
be appointed. The ino-- t effective results
can be obtained only by placing the en-

tire, responsibility for aircraft engineer-
ing and production In the hand of an
nil powerful civilian executive, whose
quick and final decisions must h based
upon the latest military and civilian air-
craft engineering knowiedgo and mili-
tary Information, and upon a determina-
tion to seeuro the best In the long run,
but In tho meantime to p,et Into pro-
duction with cvoiy proved !pe of piano
required" by our students and fighting
aviators. This executive needs must be
given broad powers to circumvent

routine nnd red t.xpe. To the
air services of the army and tho navy
will remain the inspiring dutv for which,!
they were trained, that of building up
the personnel and manning the machine
tint aro destined to win the war.

The manufacturers regard theso criti-
cisms as essentially constructive, in that
every criticism Is supported by a definite
tccnmmemlatlnn for Improvement.
